Delaying “Tactics Have 


Been The 


Curse Of 


Much Modern’ Cricket 


Says DENIS COMPTON 


‘The ‘next best thing. to the record-breaking by Peter, 
db and Colin Cowdrey in the first Test was the absence 


of any signs of time-wasting. 
Delaying tactics, disguised as “gamesmanship”, have’ 


heen the curse of much’ modern Test cricket. 
If these dubious methods are purged from the game 
by the example of the present series, it will\be a wonderful 


service to cricket. 


The West Indies, in particular, 
scorned time-wasting methods 
when they might haye been ‘ex- 


cused for slowlng up in the last 
desptrate stages. ° 
They could have spared them- 
selves at least four minutes’ 
prying time—or ithe equivalent 
wo overs by Lock and Laker 
—by waiting for the Incoming 
man to geach the pavilion 
before the next man went out. 
Instead, tthey crossed on the 
field of play, sometimes twenty 
yards from the pavilion gate. 


THE NEW RULES

events, Japan held only a O2%- 
57% margin on points over 
China—and ‘the Chinese pro- 
gress In the first half of 1957 
has been most marked = in 
avomen’s athletics, 

Where lies China's greatest 
promise? Surprisingly enough in 
an event in which Japan has for 
nearly 40 yeors held the Aslan 
monopoly—the pole vault. 

China in 1956 produced Asia’s 
best, Tsai Yl-shu, from Swatow, 
who cleared 13 feet 9% inches, 
and Asin’s third and fourth 
best, Hsu Ti-echeung and Tsal 
(May-cheng, who cleared 13 feet 
6% Inches. 

This ts one of the few track 
and field events in which China 
has what drack and fleld slatistic- 
jans call “depth.” The nation’s 
best 10 performers in 1056
